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SOCIAL WELFARE 


Britain's Ministry of Health 
has brought forward yet’ ‘another 
major measure of social ,welfare. 
This is the National Assistance 
Bill, designed to round off the 
massive structure of national so- 
cial services which was first com- 
prehensively outlined in the 
famous Beveridge Report. When 
the system comes fully into opera- 
tion in all its manifold forms 
Gext summer there will have 
been ‘finally achieved, in ‘Britain 
at least, one great peace aim of 
the United — Nations—freedom 
from want. Thé greater part of 
the ground was covered by the 
National Insurance and National 
Health Service Acts of 1946 
which, togetHer with the special 
Industrial Injuries Act, guaran- 
teed every citizen a rensonable 
minimum standard of: existence 
whether employed or unemploy- 
ed, sick or well, On the prin- 
ciple of “one’ card one stamp all 
benefits” these Acts provide -that 
for an insurance contribution 
varying from 1s. od. to 4s. 7d. a 
week, according to entegory, a 
worker with two children, who is 


prevented from working receives 


almost £3 weekly plus’ certain 
benefits in kind for at least jo 
weeks. They also provide for a 
wide range of benefits from child- 
ren’s allowances and cheap milk 
to old age pensions ‘and maternity 
grants for those in normal em- 
ployment. The new Natipnal 
Assistance Bill replaces the act- 
ivities of what used to be called 
the Poor Law. Its aim is to 
abolish what remains of the Poor 
Law and “to create entirely new 
services founded on modern con- 
ceptions of social welfare.” The 
Poor Law has a long tradition 
in English history. In‘ its early 
Stages—that ‘is going back more 
than 400 years—it was an at- 
tempt to deal with the social dif- 
ficulties which nrose in England 
in the transition from the feudal 
to modern “capitalist” economy. 
Thus the Act of 1536 tried to 
prohibie begging and to estab- 
lish the principle that those who 
could not support — themselves 
must be charge on their own 
parishes. The clergy were given 
the task of soliciting voluntary 
contributions to parish funds for 
this purpose. During the 16th 
century other Acts were passed, 
mostly concerned with the nega- 
tive function of preventing _able 
bodied “men from begging. Some 
were brutal in their — provisions, 
but others tried to provide work 
for the “vagabonds” as they were 
called, In the reign of Elizabeth 
all poof laws were . codified by 
two Acta which for their period 
were enlightened as well’ as 
effective. They provided for 
help from the parish for those 
who could not work, punishment 
for those who would Not, and 
creation of work for those who 
could and would work but were 
unemployed. _ Above all, they 
acknowledged that succour of un- 
fortunate’ and distressed citizens 
was a duty of the community. In 
the 18th century, with the com- 
ing of the industrial revolution, 
new difliculties arose, and this 
was where the Poor Law, began 
ty fall into discredit. ‘The cost 
of living had risen an Wages 
especially in agriculture were no 
longer adequate to support 
workers and their families. The 
remedy, however, prpved worse 
than the evil. - Gilbert's act of
